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Pass or class: University enforces WPE requirement

Recognizing problems in the way 
CSUS students go about taking the 
Writing Proficiency Exam, the 
university's Academic Senate ap- 
proved several changes in the 
university’s handling of the WPE re- 
quirement last spring. Under the new 
rules, students who fail the test may 
retake it only once before having to 


Driverless 
vehicles may 
save lives

Since 1924, 145 Cal Trans workers 
have been run down by careless motor- 
ists. In 1995 alone, three Cal Trans 
workers lost their lives while 54 were 
injured fixing roadways. CSUS, work- 
ing in conjunction with Cal Trans and 
UC Davis, is hoping to reduce these 
tragic figures with the design of a “driv- 
erless” vehicle. The project is spear- 
headed by professors Mallon Heller 
and J.P. Bayard and a small group of 
CSUS graduate students. 

A “driverless” or “shadow” vehicle 
works by following Cal Trans workers 
and vehicles. Creating a safety zone 
against high-speed oncoming traffic, 
the vehicle warns drivers of construc- 
tion ahead. 

Currently, a Cal Trans employee 
drives the “shadow” vehicle, sonamed 
because it shadows or follows the crew 
ahead of it. The CSUS team hopes to 
put a computerized driver in the seat of 
this safety vehicle. 

Using technology such as global- 
positioning systems, vision-sensing in- 
strumentation and microwave- 
microstrip antennas, the professors be- 
lieve the unmanned vehicle will be 
able to safely follow and protect work- 
ers. A complex computer system will 
constantly monitor the readings of the 
three systems and allow the vehicle to 
stay asafe distance behind the laborers. 

Professor Heller believes that Cal 
Trans stands to save a great deal of 
money if it is better able to protect its 
employees. Heller notes that the cost of 
the sensing and computer equipment 
will be far less than taking care of 
paralyzed employees for the rest of 
their lives. 

Dr. Bayard looks to the future of the 
technology. He suggests that it may 
one day be used in the military as an 
automated mine sweeper or in NASA 
as a space retrieval system. 

Currently the status of the project is 
in limbo. Despite a successful demon- 
stration on July 15, funding for the 
project ended in June and no word has 
come from Cal Trans as to future allo- 
cations. The team is anxiously await- 
ing the state’s aid so it may continue 
with the next stage, a full prototype. 
Dr. Heller feels that funding may come 
in June 1997, but as he says, “There is 
no certainty.”

In addition to these changes, the 
university is taking active steps to get 
students to pass the test prior to their 
senior year. The English 109 curricu- 
lum has also been revamped to ensure 
greater success rates for those who fail 
the WPE. 


Professor Jackie Donath, the new 
faculty coordinator for general educa- 
tion, is overseeing efforts to motivate 
students to take the test earlier. 

“We find people coming up to the 
gate of graduation without passing the 
WPE and therefore behind in their abil- 
ity to take their advance study require- 
ment,” said Donath. 

Last summer, students who had ac- 
crued more than 105 units or had failed

Omega Boys Club founder comes from a family of educators

The CSUS Multi-Cultural Cen- 
ter held a reception for author, 
radio talk-show host and founder of 
the Omega Boys Club, Joe Marshall 
Jr. on Saturday, Sept. 21. His sister, 
Denise Marshall-Mills, an advisor in 
the Academic Achievement Cen- 
ter/Equal Opportunity Program at 
CSUS, hosted the reception. 
Marshall visited Sacramento to sign 
his book Street Soldier at Carol’s 
Books & Things. 

Street Soldier chronicles the his- 
tory of the San Francisco Omega 
Boys Club. This group has been 
turning around violent youth in 
the roughest areas of San Fran- 
cisco for almost 10 years. 

Realizing that teaching 55 min- 
utes a day, 180 days a year was not 
enough to save his students, 


Marshall and school counselor Jack 
Jacqua founded the club in 1987. 
The club, according to Marshall, 
takes kids from, “the crackhouse, 
the jail house to Morehouse [Col- 
legela 

When founding the club, 
Marshall promised to send to col- 
lege any members who wanted to 
go as a way to recruit members. 
Initially sending eight members, the 
club now boasts 140 college attend- 
ees. There are 65 currently in col- 
lege and 31 graduates. One is on the 
football team at UC Davis. 

“Street Soldier is a violence pre- 
vention handbook,” Marshall told 
the CSUS audience. The book de- 
tails the changes in the young people 
the educational system threw out 
and the corrections system attempts 
to lock away. 

“This book shows what can be 
done if people apply the lessons in 


it.” Marshall said while he com- 
pared the book to a doctor’s pre- 
scription. “If you apply it, there will 
be less violence.” 

‘Now, what do you do to avoid 
violence?” Marshall asked both the 
100-plus people who attended the 
book signing and the reception. He 
received silence. Marshall expressed 
dismay that kids knew more about 
how to prevent a heart attack than 
to prevent being in a violent or fatal 
confrontation. Marshall developed 
a set of risk factors he described as 
the “No-No’s” leading to violence, 
whicg include: 
¢ destructive language (the N-word in 
particular) - 
¢ alcohol abuse 
¢ drugs, especially crack cocaine 
¢ guns, “Weapons of War’ on city 
Streets 
¢ city streets 
¢ fearship, or fear of not going along 


with friends 

* negative view of women 

* negative attitude of life (I don’t give 
a f—k) 

¢ material values 

¢environment (family/neighborhood) 

“A friend will never lead you 
into danger,” Marshall said in de- 
scribing anew definition of friend- 
ship developed in response to the 
kids’ relationships. 

‘“Fearship is what they call 
friendship,” he said. “They are 
afraid not to do what their friends 
tell them to do.” 

The radio show he hosts, “Street 
Soldiers,” on San Francisco radio 
Monday nights, expands this rule 
to all relationships, including male- 
female pairings. 

“I believe in individuals, not 
institutions. It just takes one person 
to change things,” Marshall said

with 105 units and no WPE can’t reg- 
ister in the spring of 97 unless they sign 
up for the test.” 

Due to the overflow of regis- 
trants for the Oct. 5 test date, a 
second date has been added on Nov. 
16. Students who do not take the 
exam on those dates will get an- 
other chance to take it in January, 
just before Casper Plus registra- 
tion. If those students fail to pass 


the test, administrative holds will 
be placed on them for Fall 1997 
until they register for English 109. 

Donath stresses what she describes 
as the “‘most important parts” of the 
new rules. 

“We'll make you pay (if you fail to 
take the test), and we will enforce it,” 
said Donath. 

Although she admits she would

Government Dept. 
passes on PSI Awards 


Department chair says the awards 
are divisive and open to abuse

The Government Department will not 
nominate its faculty for Performance Sal- 
ary Increase awards, states aletter from the 
Government Department chair to CSUS 
President Donald Gerth. 

The CSU system and the California 
Faculty Association negotiated a con- 
tract last year that included, in addition 
to a 2.3 percent annual pay increase, a 
performance-based salary increase for 
which faculty can apply and be be 
nominated by their department. 

In a two-page letter, Government 
Department Chair Jean Torcom 
faulted the underlying idea of the 
awards and the procedure under which 
the pay raises are given. 

Torcum’s letter states that participat- 
ing in the program would be “neither 
innocuous nor inconsequential” and “‘is 
ultimately. destructive of the iotiea 
role, status and internal relations of the 
faculty as a collegial body.” 

According to Torcom’s letter, the de- 
partment “‘in general meeting assembledon 
11 Sept. 1996, adopted a policy of non- 
compliance with the PSI program.” 

According to David Wagner, Dean of 
Faculty and Staff Affairs, the principle be- 
hind the PSI system isn’t significantly differ- 
entthan other manners of evaluating faculty. 

“Faculty have historically evaluated fac- 
ulty, deciding who should be retained, pro- 
moted or tenured,’ Wagner said. 

Under the PSI system, faculty mem- 
bers, after being nominated by their de- 
partment or applying for themselves, are 
evaluated by committees from their depart- 
mentsand then by acommittee of 10 tenured 


students’ lifestyle. Since most stu- 
dents use their bikes for transporta- 
tion, the bike shop has a same-day 
drop-in service where the students 
can leave their bikes for repair in 
the morning and pick them up after 
class. The shop carries a full line 
of bike accessories and offers 
classes on bike maintenance for 
both beginners and advanced rid- 
ers. It also offers specialty classes 
like “How to Build a Wheel.” The 
only services it doesn’t offer are

faculty from around the campus. 

According to Wagner, the committees 
use two criteria when evaluating appli- 
cants. First the committees determine 
whether the applicant’s performance as a: 
teacher has been “meritorious or out- 
standing.” Then the committees judge 
whether the applicant’ s scholarly work or 
work in the campus community has been 
“meritorious or outstanding.” 

If approved, the committees send their 
recommendation to the president. | 

According to Wagner, President Gerth 
consults with Vice President for Academic 
Affairs Jolene Koester, who then consults with 
the dean of the applicant’s school. 

Upon approval, the president then deter- 
mines the extent of the faculty member’ s pay 
raise using a five-step scale. 

According to Wagner, eachstepequals 
approximately 2.4 percent of the faculty 
member’s salary. 

In her letter, Torcom says that the 
faculty in the Government Department 
questions a system that will “‘vest this 
amount of power over (the faculty’s) lives 
in campus presidents.” 

Wagner says that the Academic Sen- 
ate voted last year to give the president 
this power because some faculty felt 
uncomfortable establishing pay raises 
for other faculty. 

According to information compiled by 
theFaculty Affairs OfficeatCS U, Northridge, . 
of the 180 CSUS faculty who either applied 
or were nominated for PSI awards last year, 
31 received the salary increases. 

Twenty-seven CSUS faculty were 
awarded salary increases atthe two or three 
step level, accounting for 67 of the 80 step 
increases CSUS gave to its employees.

when asked about starting similar 
programs locally. Expressing no 
surprise when asked about recent 
reports of CIA involvement intro- 
ducing crack cocaine to the young 
people he deals with, Marshall cited 
other government intrusions into mi- 
nority communities, such as the 
Tuskeegee experiment and 
COINTELPRO, the CIA’s 1960s do- 
mestic spying program. 

“T learned the power of books to stir 
up the mind” Marshall said about read- 
ing The Autobiography of Malcolm x. 
Its impact on Marshall was part of the 
reason theclub’s history was chronicled 
in book form. In 1987, its first year, CBS 
Evening News profiled the club. A 
publisher requested the book after view- 
ing the favorable report. 

“If you do good things, good 
things will happen,” Marshall said 
of the club receiving $30,000 from 
that initial publicity. Awards from

The WPE isn’t the only graduation 
requirement up for re-tooling; English 
20 (Sophomore Composition) will be 
looked at next. Donath said the ideal 
order is that students take the class in 
their first year at Sac State, and then 
follow it with the WPE in their junior

But, according to Robinson, this 
year’s moon gazing was special. 

“Juxtaposition of the lunar eclipse 
(Sept. 26th), occuring before the full- 
ness. ofthe «moon,” Robinson said, 
“makes this year’s moon more mean- 
ingful as the moon passes: from com- 
plete darkness to complete light.” 

It is traditional for the Moon Festi- 
val to be accompanied by the ever 
famous mooncake, made of red bean 
paste or lotus paste. It is sweet and best 
when served with tea. This tradition 
began during the Yuan Dynasty (A.D. 
1280-1368), when the Chinese were 
ruled by the Mongols. 

Unwilling to submit to foreign rule, 
the Chinese decided to rebel. In order 
to keep the rebellion a secret, its leaders 
ordered special cakes for the upcoming 
celebration of the Moon Festival. Baked 
into each cake was a secret message 
outlining the attack on their oppres- 
sors. Therebels overthrew the Mongols, 
ushering in the Ming Dynasty (A.D. 
1368-1644). 

Today, mooncakes are 
eaten during moon gazing to 
celebrate the successful re- 
bellion.

Wednesday, 
Oct. 9, Angel Cop Part I and Ghost 
in the Shell will be shown for free at 
the Redwood Room of the Student 
Union. The two programs being 
shown are just two of the newest 
releases from our friends at Manga 
Entertainment. For those of you who 
haven’t seen either of these, this is 
your chance. So don’t miss out. 

The story of Angel Cop Part I, 
entitled “Special Security Force”, 
takes place in late 20th century Ja- 
pan. The SSF is a special govern- 
ment agency, which consists of an 
elite 10-man team, whose primary 
purpose is the protection of the pub- 
lic from terrorist activities. This elite 
team has been given the authority to 
act as judge, jury and executioner. 
They have entered Tokyo in a wave 
of bombings and murders. This of 


course makes them the perfect advi- 
sory for Angel and the SSF. 

The artwork, while not the best, is 
nonetheless good. For animation pur- 
ists, the feature is regretfully dubbed. 
The voice actors leave something to 
be desired (as is often the case with 


dubs), at times lacking emotion at 


important moments. 

While not a favorite, Angel Cop 
Part I was entertaining. From the 
opening montage (where blood is 
spattered about to spell out the Angel 
Cop utle) to the grizzly cliff hanger 
ending, this animation is not for the 
squeamish. It’s scenes are fraught 
with blood-and-guts gore that is es- 
sential in any good shoot‘em up ac- 
tion flick. 

Mamoru Oshii’s Ghost in the Shell 
(based on the popular Manga by 
Masamune Shirow) is a wonderful 
bit of theatrical-quality animation. 
This animation takes the cyber-tech 
genre to the edge of theory and philo- 


sophical ideals, resulting in an ac- 
tion-packed thriller reminiscent of 
such films as Blade Runner. 

The next film is set in the year is 
2029. The world has become a vast 
net of digital information. Cyborgs 
are commonplace and coexist within 
the general society. The story is an 
intriguing interplay between differ- 
ent factions of the existing govern- 
ment agencies. The main players 
are Section 6 (Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs) and Section 9 (International 
Bureau of Investigation). A Shell 
team from Section 9, a group of 
cybernetic officers, enters into the 
game to catch an elusive techno- 
terrorist known as the Puppet Mas- 
ter. 

The main character is Major 
Matoko Kusanagi, amember of the 
Shell team set on the trail of the 
terrorist. Kusangi is an interesting 
charactef through who the viewer is 
able to feel the emotions of the fim. 


The discoveries and philosophical 
questions raised by her character are 
fresh and thought provoking, lead- 
ing the viewer into the complex laby- 
rinths of life. 

Ghost has an excellent plot line, 
doused with interesting theories and 
scientific possibilities. Itsuccessfully 
teases the viewer’s mind, challeng- 
ing the individual to explore the 
depths of his own imagination. The 
artwork is a outstanding blend of cell 
animation and state-of-the-art DGA 
computer graphics, providing a stun- 
ning optical barrage. 

Ghost also has its share of action, 
creating an actin-filled drama melded 
nicely with the art’s blatant sexual- 
ity. The highly imaginative story line 
is backed up by the movie’s 
soundtrack (supplied by the genius 
of Kenji Kawai), which is a magnifi- 
cent mixture of ultra-modern tunes 
and traditional Japanese scores.

Shu-Wai Chow’ s fawning portrayal 
of incumbent Assemblyman Larry 
Bowler was admirably creative, but 
wholly ‘contrary to the politician’s 
record. His personal attacks on Matt 
Moretti are equally uninformed, ire- 
sponsible and sadly mean spirited. This 
is typical of our opponents hit-and-run 
style of politics and unfortunately, I 
spend much of my time addressing his 
behavior. 

For the record, our office has never 
received any inquiry from Mr. Chow 
about anything— no phone calls, no 
letters, not one.

ballot, predicted that it would fail, sent 
his staff out to campaign against it, and 
after the election said on television that 
itwas “debt, andnothing more (KCRA, 
Town Hall, 4/96).” Larry Bowler’s 
bleak record on education is marked by 
regularly voting for tuition hikes and 
may be best summed up by his state- 
ment on our community colleges, “If it 
were up to me I’d_ shut’em 
down...they’re a drain on the state.” 

Compassionate leadership, safer 
streets? The incumbent’s record is 
otherwise. Larry Bowler’s career as a 
Sacramento County Sheriff's deputy 
ended under a cloud of sexual harass- 
ment resulting from remarks he made 
to a female coworker that are just too 
ugly torepeat here. According to Larry 
Bowler, the incident resulted in his 
transfer to the graveyard shift. As a 
politician, Larry Bowler believes that 
the government should control a 
woman’s reproductive rights, opposes 
allowing childbirth hospital stays over 
48 hours, and voted to cut child sup- 
port. When community leaders in Lodi 
came to Bowler asking for enhanced 
penalties for criminals who prey upon 
children going to and coming home 
from school, he refused to carry the 
legislation. Bowler opposes the assault 
weapons ban, opposes waiting periods 
for security checks on new gunowners, 
and is a proponent of concealed weap- 
ons. 

Matt Moretti is an auditor who has 
already made millions available to 
California schools through his audits 
of big oil and gas companies. Matt 
Moretti is committed to establishing 
audits of state agencies, some of which 
have never been audited. Surely in a 
bloated $60 billion budget there is more 
money for more copsand better schools. 
By contrast, the incumbent has wasted 
more than half a million dollars on his 
partisan games, punitive “investiga- 
tions,” and a pointless recall election in 
which he was soundly defeated. He has 
handed out over $120,000 in pay raises 
for his staff. He has voted for three 
unbalanced budgets. In an independent 
survey, Larry Bowler has ranked as 
one of the seven worst politicians in the 
entire Assemby for four years running 
(California Journal). Now, he is ask- 
ing us to rehire him.
